A Duel Grows Out of Scan- 


dals in German Military

(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


BKBLIX, April 10.—A great nensation 


was caused in German military circles 
this morning by the report from Potsdam 
of another duel growing out of the court 
troubles caused by an anonymous letter 
concerning the Potsdam scandals. 


Baron Von Sshrader, master of cere- 


monies of the Pension court, was shot and 
seriously wounded by Count Kotze, one pf 
tbe court Chamberlain who was tried 
and acquitted of the charge of being the 
author of the much discussed anomyous 
com munication. 


The rumor has been investigated and 


the reports are found to be true. Van 
Schraders wounds are pronounced most 
serious and it is feared he will not survive 
Relatives were telegraphed for and are at 
his bedside. Van Kolzi'j arrest has been 
ordered and his friends say he will sur- 
render whenever called upon. 


As a result of these letters wives and 


hus'mnds were separated and fathers and 
mothers discarded their children, nearly 
everybody in court circles being more or 
less smirched. 
People became suspicious 


of their best friends and many sad ruptures 
of friendships were caused. 
The police 


used every possible means to discover the 
guilty party but in spite of their efforts 
this tormentor was able to carry on his 
neiarious work for f' ur years without 
detection. 


This is the third duel of a series of a 


doz&n for which challenges were sent 
out by Oount Von K»tz3 list April. He to- 
day repeated his determination to con- 
tinue fighting until he had settled ac- 
counts with ell his opponents. The scan- 
dals giving rise to the duel began five 
years ago, when high court personages 
men and women, old and young, received 
anonymous letters calling attention to es- 
capades on their own part or in which 
their dearest friends and relatives were 
implicated. 


It was the general opinion at first that 


it was the work of a woman but for some 
unexplained reason suspicion finally set- 
tled i n Count \oi Eot:e, a popular man, 
well liked by the emperor and trusted by 
friends. Finally a volunteer spy denoun- 
ced him to the court authorities on the 
grounds that blotting paper used by the 
count was found through the reproduc- 
tion of the anonymeus communication. 


Von Kotze was arrested, and confined 


in a fortress. He was tried and acquitted 
of tbe charges against him. 
While in 


prison the tide of sympathy turned in his 
direction. 
His arrest was openly de- 


nounced as an outrage and the names of 
very high court personage, including 
Duke Ernett Ganther, brother-in-law of 
the 1" mperor, wers suggested as those of 
the guilty parties. 


When Von Kotze was released he chal- 


lenged a dozen men whom he believed 
were implicated in a plot to ruin him in 
order to save the reputations of high 
personages. 


BISHOP OF BUFFALO DEAD.

Stephen Vicent Kyan, Bishop of Buffalo 
died ibis morning. He was born in Al- 
monle, Ontario county, April 1st, 1825. 
He was educated at St. Charles seminary, 
Philadelphia, and was ordained at St. 
Louis in 1849. He assumed the bishopric 
here in 183S. He had charge of 163,090 
people, 200 priests, 76 parochial schools 
and two seminaries. He was a vigorous 
worker up to tho time of his death, which 
resulted from Bright's disease.

BODY CUT TO PIECES. 


John Deaudais Instantly Killed on the 


Railroad Near Hoosac Tunnel. 


John Deaudais, a Frenchman, about 25 


years old, was struck by a freight train 
between Hoosac Tunnel and Zoar yester 
day and was instantly killed. 
He had 


been employed as a wood-chopper at 
Hoosac Tunnel and had recently hired 
out with a man at Zoar, and was going 
there to begin work. He stepped from 
one track to avoid a freight train, and 
was struck by a train coming from the 
other direction. His body was all cut to 
pieces. A cousin of his lives Jit Hoosac 
Tunnel, and his parents live in the pro- 
vince of Quebec. Medical examiner Can- 
edy was summoned and made the ex- 
amination, and the body was taken to 
Shelburne Falls. It will be buried pro- 
bably at the expense of the town of 
Charlemont. 


SUED FOR FORTY THOUSAND. 


The Risk Gas Companies Run in Not Keep- 


ing Their Pipes in Repair. 


The Greenfield gas-light .company has 


been sued for $40,000 in seven actions of 
tort, brought by the members of the Mo- 
gle family, living on Olive street, Green- 
field, and Ella M. Thompson, living on the 
same street. The declarations of the 
several plaintiffs set forth that the gas- 
light company owned pipes running 
through Olive street, and allege that they 
did not keep them in good repair or keep 
gas from escaping, but negligently per- 
mitted the pipes to continue out of repair 
and the gas to escape; and that the gas 
went into the house occupied by the 
plaintiffs and was inhaled by them, to the 
detriment of their health.

from the Pownals up through Stamford 
to Wilmington and quaint old deserted 
but lovely Sadawga, and up on Florida 
mountain and down through tbe Deerfield 
valley; "the woods are full of them," to 
say nothing of the better known loveli- 
ness of places to the south of us like 
Cheshire, Hancock and Lanesboro; while 
Williainbtown ever remains the queen 
beauty of northern Berkshire.

The plan of drawing trade by giving 


away presents of value by means of chance 
tickets has grown to such proportions in 
this city that the scheme has come to 
be considered lawful and some of the 
merchants are entering into the plan on 
an extensive scale. 


The scheme was carried to such an 


extreme in Clinton recently that some of 
the merchants whoobjecied to that means 
of securing customers complained to the 
police department, asking that the prac- 
tice be ordered stopped. The department 
proved unable to meet the exigencies 
which arose on first interfering with the 
methods of the merchants using 
the 


scheme. The police called npon Rufus R. 
Wade chief of the district police, to settle 
the matter and the giving away of 
presents by merchants ceased. 


The scheme is dally growing more pop- 


ular in this city and with a view to being 
able to meet any complaints, which might 
arise in this city Chief Kendall wrote 
Mr. Wade and sent him a ticket which Is 
being used by a merchant in this city 
giving away a piano. Air. Wade informed 
the chief that the scheme is a clear case 
of lottery and is in direct violation of the 
law. The result of the information ob- 
tained will be awaited with no little in- 
terest.

The farming communities of central and 


\vestern Ne*v York arc actually suifering 
from tho rej^n of low prices. Kich in 
land and atro. they arc yot almost pov- 
irty-stricken for the wants that only 
rep.dy money can supply. 


Illustrative of the condition of farming 


interests in that portion of the country, 
M-e notice a dispatch from Canadaigua 
which says: 


"Potatoes are so cheap tuat farmers are 


throwing them away. One man is burn- 
ing them in viis stove and says they make 
a very hot and steady fire. At some nuc- 
ticiviof farm property held lately tubers 
t,old at two and one-half cents a bushel 
and in many instances no bids could ue 
scoured. A farmer oi Penn Yan is dis- 
posing of his potato crop in a novel way. 
He begins by having a good bed of coals 
in the flre box of uis coal stove, and then 
fills the feeder with potatoes which as 
they descend into the fire pot become kiln 
dried and it is claimed, throw out an ex- 
cellent heat.

"Well, they were very good, appetizing,

Most of us have habits 


about our meals. My own habit is to eat 
lightly at breakfast. A couple of rolls and 
a cup of coffee gradually diluted as I ap- 
proach the end of it with half n eup of 
milk furnish for ma an ample and stimu- 
lating breakfast.

CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 


The President Evidently In No Haste To 


Act on the Resolutions olCongrats. 


Washington, April 10.—The presi- 


dent has not yet given any intimation 
as to what course he will take in regard 
to the Cuban resolutions, nor, indeed, 
as to whether he will take any action 
npon them at the present time. 
Those 


whose opinions are entitled to weight 
assert that in a matter of such import- 
ance the president is not likely to act 
without grave deliberation. 
The en- 


grossed copy of the Cuban resolutions 
furnished the president remains upon 
his desk precisely as do the concurrent 
Armenian resolutions adopted by con- 
gress Jan. 20 last requesting him to 
use his good offices with the European 
powers to put an end to Turkisy ty- 
ranny in Armenia by the enforcement 
of the provisions of the Berlin treaty. 
There is no indication on the surface 
of any purpose on the part of the 
president to send in a special message 
to congress at an early day on the Cu- 
ban question, nor has the state depart- 
ment thus far set its clerical force to 
work compiling the additional Cuban 
data asked for by the house of repre- 
sentatives. 
All the numerous rumors 


on the subject appear to bo chiefly 
based on imagination. 


NATCHAUG COMPANY CLAIMS. 
A Dividend of 2O Per Cent. Considered a 


Generous Estimate. 


Willimantic, Conn., April 10.—The 


claims filed against the insolvent Nat- 
chaug Silk company amount to over 
half a million dollars, even worse con- 
dition than expected, while the proba- 
ble assets will not much exceed $100,- 
000, so that with the exceptions of the 
receivership the dividend will proba- 
bly be 30 per cent., or even less. The 
amount of debits may be- somewhat 
varied by some claims found invalid, 
or judgments 
in several suits by 


creditors pending against the receiver 
in which goods or accounts have been 
attached, but no claim filed, but 30 per 
cent, is considered a generous estimate. 
More than half the liabilities are Nat- 
chaug company's notes, mostly held by 
the First National bank. The balance 
is mostly raw silk and other supplies, 
and services. About §80,000 assests are 
tied up in attachments. There is liti- 
gation between New York raw silk 
dealers and the First National bank, 
but both parties have filed claims so 
that the result will not materially 
change the figures.

IN A STORM ON ICE FLOES. 


Annie SIcGrntli'a Death Will Now I'rob*- 


bly Go J>o\rn as a Mystery. 


Philadelphia, April 10.—The release 


from cufatody yesterday of Samuel P. 
Langdon, the commonwealth admitting 
that no evidence could be fouud to im- 
plicate .him with the death of Annie 
McUrath, has revived the supposition 
that the girl committed suicide and 
also attempted to kill Langdon. The 
girl's death will probably go down as a 
mystery, as it is now believed by soma 
of the officials who have worked on 
the case that even Lansi-don knows but 
little about the girl's death. The case 
of Annie McOrath, in which Langrlon 
was involved, was one that attracted 
general attention in the east on ac- 
acountof Langdon's financial standing. 
Annie McGrath was 19 years old. 
For 


two years or more prior to her death 
she had led a double life. 
Langdon is 


president of the United Collieries com- 
pany of Philadelphia and a well known 
capitalist. 
Langdon all along main- 


tained that he knew nothing about the 
McGrath girl's death. She was aiive, 
he said, when he left tho house, lie 
was held on suspicion. The coroner's 
jury held Langdon for action by the 
grand jury. 


Fears for the Safety of a Large Number ok 


Ncwfouncllnnders. 


St. Johns, N. 10., April 10.—The east- 


ern coast of the island is again blocked 
with iceupon which there are hundreds 
of seals. A large number of men along 
the coast ventured upon the ice yester- 
day, going out several railea from the 
different settlements which dot the 
coast. A severe snow storm sprang up 
in the afternoon rendering their pro- 
gress towards the land impossible, and 
it is feared that many of them will go 
adrift.

Bomo Meature Looking TO the Advanoo* 


ment at Our Trade with Foreign 


Countries To He Discussed 


by the House. 


Washington, April 10.—Some meas- 


ure, either a^bill or a joint resolution, 
re-enacting iu general terms the reci- 
procity feature of tke tariff law of 
1890, better known as the McKinley 
tariff bill, will, it is believed, soon be 
reported to tho house. The sub-com- 
mittee of the house ways and menus 
committee, to whom was referred tho 
Tawney resolution, looking to an in- 
vestigation of the subject of reciprocity 
with foreign countries, and particular- 
ly in relation to its effect npon our 
trade with the Latin-American coun- 
tries, have secured a vast array of data 
from boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce and kindred organizations nil 
over the country. These replies are 
said so be uniformly favorable to the 
principle and to show, that while the 
law of ISSKt was in force, the agricultu- 
ral as well as certain of the manu- 
facturing interests of the United States 
were largely beuefitted as a result. 
It 


is thought to be not unlikely that 
\vhen the matter comes before the 
house it will be fully discussed, the 
debate continuing possibly ten days or 
a fortnight. 


SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Nothing of Special Interest on tho Pro* 


grammes for To-ilay. 


Washington, April 10.—Nothing of 


special importance or, which promises 
to develop into anything outside of the 
ordinary is on the programme to-d;iy 
in either branch of congress. The sen- 
ate did a rushing business in the way 
of private pension bills in the last ho:ir 
of yesterday's session, having cleared 
the calendar and passed every pension 
biL ou it—75 in number—within sixty 
minutes. The earlier hours of the ses- 
sion were taken up in the delivery of 
two prepared speeches, one by Mr. 
Mantle, rep., Mont., aud the other by 
Mr. Butler, pop., N. C. 
Mr. Mantle's 


speech was mainly a defense of sena- 
tors from t!ie silver-producing states, 
for their action in helping to defeat 
the Ding-ley tariff bill passed by the 
house in tho eati3- p:u't of the session. 
lie criticibiid the bill for being in the 
interest of the wool manufacturers, 
rather than of the wool growers, and 
he declared himself as being equally in 
favor of bi-inetallisra and of protection 
to American industry. lie expressed 
the hope, therefore, that the finance 
committee would report back a fair 
tariff bill, coupled with a provision for 
free coinage. At the close of Mr. Man- 
tle's speech, his maiden one in the 
senate, he received the congratulations 
of many senators and then partici- 
pated in a running discussion with 
Senator Hawley, rep., Conn.; Hoar, 
rep., Mass., and Mills, dem., Tex., the 
latter characterizing a protective tariff 
as a protective humbug. Mr. liiitler's 
speech was in support of a bill hereto- 
fore introduced by Him for the estab- 
lishment 
for 
a postal 
telegraph 


system. 


House of Representatives. 


The bill to repeal tha compulsory 


pilotage system, so far as it affects 
sailing; vessels engaged in the coast- 
wise trade, was defeated in the house 
after a day's debate by a vote of 117 to 
52. Mr. Grosvc-nor, rep., O., iu the 
course of the discussion said 
that 


while this congress would not enact 
any legislation intended to improve the 
condition of laboring men in this coun- 
try, he was certain the house would 
not pass a bill which laboring men be- 
lieved would tend to still further in- 
crease the distress and discomfort of 
any portion of their fellows. 
Tho 


amended District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill for the year ending June 
30, 1897, was passed after a brief de- 
bate. The most notable incident of 
the debate was a bitter attack by Mr. 
Fitzgerald, dem., Mass., upon the A. 
P. A. for its attack in the dark, as ha 
expressed it, upon the Roman Catholic 
church, of which he was a member, 
which, he asserted, resulted in depriv- 
ing institutions in the District of Col- 
umbia conducted under the auspices of 
the church of what was justly and le- 
gally theirs. No response was made 
to Mr. Fitzgerald beyond a bare denial 
by Mi-. Grout, rep., Vt,, in charge of 
the bill, that it constituted in any 
sense an attack upon the Catholic 
church.
